Copernicus goes to suburbia 


“Despite the well-publicized rebirth of some of 


America’s cities in recent years,” notes Cambridge 
architect Matthew Frederick, “urban blight 
remains a considerable problem in our nation... 
and despite the exhortations of the ‘smart growth 
movement, suburban sprawl continues its 
voracious consumption of undeveloped land.” 


In his May 17 visit to the BSA Lecture Series at 
the Boston Public Library, Frederick argues that 
the conventional explanations for why we build 
suburbs and ‘unbuild’ urbanism are wrong — or 
at least superficial. Zoning laws, automobiles, 
hyperactive highway building, NIMBYism, 
federal lending policies, and other often-cited 
causes are not at the root of ‘disurbanization’, he 
argues, but are more properly understood as a 
set of mechanisms that we use to arrange and 


experience reality in the way we believe inherently 


correct.

Using the form-space skills commonly taught to 
beginning architecture students as his starting 
point, Frederick describes how perceptual- 
cognitive biases ingrained in modern Western 
thought have led, in his view, to sprawl, blight, 
and many other dysfunctions in American life 
from the bloating of our government to the 
waning of a mom-and-pop-based economy, from 
the time crunch that pervades our daily lives 

to ever-increasing diagnoses of attention deficit 
disorder, depression, and other psychological 


anomalies. 


Frederick is an architect and urban designer 

in Cambridge and author of the forthcoming 
101 Things I Learned in Architecture School. His 
presentation on May 17 begins at 6:00 pm in the 
BPLs Rabb Lecture Hall in Copley Square.

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Urban regeneration in 
New Orleans is explored 


On May 18, the BSA Urban Design Committee 
hosts a special program at the BSA focusing on 
urban reconstruction efforts in New Orleans. 


In March, Wentworth Institute of Technology 
faculty and students in partnership with Ujamaa, 
a New Orleans-based community development 
corporation, initiated a project on environmental 
health and education on a site known as Ujamaa 
Square. 


Wentworth students and faculty spent their Spring 
break gutting a house, cleaning debris from the 
87,000-sf urban site, documenting buildings, leading 
a community design charrette, meeting with local 
environmental agencies, and preparing initial 

site proposals for an environmental center and a 
remediation garden. 


Over 160 second-year architecture students at 
Wentworth have been developing schematic ideas 
for the environmental center and the landscape 
surrounding the site. Selected schemes will be 
developed into a series of construction documents 
and the environmental center will be constructed as 


a design/build studio beginning in 2007. 


At the May 18 informal presentation at the BSA, 
the leaders of this Wentworth initiative describe the 
schematic designs and the environmental health and 
remediation issues being addressed.

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Dialogue XXVI: 
Is accessibility inaccessible? 


“Dialogue” is the occasional ChapterLetter column that 
seeks to provoke discussion of significant issues. This 
month’ contributor is BSA Access Committee chair 
Katie McGuinness, Assoc. AIA 


What makes it so difficult to design and construct 
buildings that are fully accessible, 7.e., that comply 
fully with state and federal accessible design 
requirements? These requirements are not new. 


Indeed, the first state and federal accessible design 
standards were published almost 40 years ago. 
Although there will always be circumstances in 
which full compliance seems onerous, most clients 
accept and even support efforts to make buildings 
accessible. 


Why is it that architects complain that accessibility 
is so difficult? Why are people with disabilities still 
frustrated with the lack of accessibility included in 
alterations as well as new construction? 


Why are clients unhappy when their projects are 
the subject of scrutiny or complaint’? Why do 
contractors complain about having to do things 
differently? 


Many of us who attend the monthly BSA Access 
Committee meetings wonder if accessibility 
requirements are just too difficult. There are so 
many sets of requirements — in a new apartment 
complex, for example, there can be as many as five 
different accessibility standards that apply. The 
requirements address issues in all phases of design 
and include minute details. The state and federal 


Learning to love the ugly 


Asking someone not to judge a book by its cover is 
a tricky proposition when the “book” in question 

is a universally reviled building in your own 
neighborhood. “Ugly” architecture often serves to 
advance new ideas and materials (and the careers of 
celebrity architects) within the profession, but what 
about the public? Do architects have a responsibility 
to build only beautiful buildings? 


The May/June “Ugly” issue of ArchitectureBoston 
grapples with these questions and more in an effort 
to understand the appropriate purposes of ugliness 
in architecture and to put it in a cultural and social 
context. “Distinguishing [between] the ugliness that 
heralds true innovation and the ugliness that springs 
from sheer ineptitude may be one of the most 
difficult challenges facing the intellectually engaged 
citizen today,” notes editor Elizabeth Padjen FAIA. 

“We need to recognize and understand the utility of 
the ugly.” 
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requirements conflict, overlap, and underlap, and 
there is little reliable analysis on the key differences 
— jurisdictional or technical — among them. Clients 
turn first to the architect to resolve accessibility 
questions whether the problem is within the 
architect’s purview or not. Architects bear the brunt 
— in time and money — of assessing the accuracy of 
any non-compliance claim. 


Together, these conditions make even an architect 
with the best of intentions and a generous budget 
for code-compliance review shudder. One architect 
reports that he spends 30% of his time addressing 
accessible-design requirements. Another architect, 
who specializes in apartment buildings, says he only 
uses the Federal Fair Housing standards; that it is 
too complicated and time-consuming to consider 
one, two, three, or even four additional state and 
other federal requirements. 


This month’s question is: What is your 
experience? Is accessibility a challenge for you or 
your office?

Is your license at risk? 


You participate in frequent flyer programs. And 
maybe you saved that email from Staples that offers 
you $20 off your next purchase. Nothing wrong 
with that, right? 


As consumers, we've become quite accustomed to 
being rewarded for brand loyalty. But you would 
be incensed if you thought that your doctor 

was prescribing you a specific drug because the 
manufacturer pays for that recommendation — an 
issue the medical profession wrestles with constantly, 
and often in public. Just last month, the editors of 
the Journal of the American Medical Association 
published a call to ban all forms of such influence 
peddling, including drug companies’ lunches and 
seminars. 


It should be obvious that a professional cannot 
make unbiased judgments on behalf of a client 

if a purveyor of the product or service that the 
professional is advocating is also paying for that 
referral. We see these offers so frequently as 
consumers, however, that we may not even pause 
when they are directed toward us as not as business 
people but as professionals charged with serving the 
interests of our clients. 


Architects, perhaps naively relying on a personal 
sense of right and wrong, often seem blissfully 
unaware when we are caught up in these conflicts. 
In Boston, major kitchen dealers proudly offer 

cash “referral fees” to architects who specify their 
wares. Appliance showrooms will sign you up for 
discounted products for your own house if you help 
them sell enough to your clients. And architects 
who design interiors are confronted with an entire 
industry seemingly structured to put money in your 
pocket without your client's specific knowledge. 
These schemes have become so egregious and prolific 
that the BSA recently sent letters to several vendors 
asking that they ensure that these schemes are not 
made available to architects, who risk our licenses 
by participating. [Among the laws governing the 
practice of architecture in Massachusetts is CMR 
231, 4.01(1)(c): “An architect shall not solicit or 
accept compensation from material or equipment 
suppliers in return for specifying or endorsing their 
products. ”] 


But how much is too much? As enlightened, 
sophisticated people, we may be tempted to comfort 
ourselves by accepting only small “favors” from 
vendors, or by saying that we are innocent because 
we disclose the facts to our clients. Do you accept 
lunch from a vendor who wants an hour of your 
time to show you his latest wares? Are you even 
more enticed by the bonus of continuing-education 
credit? What if the lunch is at a nice restaurant? 
What if it’s in the Bahamas? Recent research 


has shown that even small enticements have an 
unwelcome influence on the receiver's ability to 
offer unbiased advice — the only currency of a true 
professional. Moreover, when a professional discloses 
a conflict of interest, studies show that clients, 
emotionally moved by the apparent candor of the 
revelation, become less guarded and more gullible 
rather than the reverse. 


Architects are licensed precisely because society needs 
professionals who will insulate themselves from the 
hurly-burly bazaar of the business world to act as 
unbiased trustees of public and client welfare. To 
confuse these priorities is to jeopardize not only our 
individual licenses, but also the very basis of why we 
are licensed at all.

Is your public role a conflict 
of interest 


If you are providing services to a government agency 
in Massachusetts, are you considered a public 
employee subject to the conflict of interest law? 


Maybe. Maybe not. The Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts State Ethics Commission recently 
issued Commission Advisory No. 06-01 describing 
when consultants who provide services to 
government agencies may be employees subject to 
the conflict of interest law in Massachusetts. 


Construction-law wizard Chris Noble of Noble 

& Wickersham in Cambridge notes that the rules 
are complex and that reasonable and intelligent 
designers may well be confused about whether 
getting a state contract may result in conflicts of 
interest requiring disclosure. Noble suggests that 
the State Ethics Commission is a good resource to 
answer questions such as this and can be reached at

A veteran explains how to win 
state work

of suggestions based on his experience as a DSB 
member.
